, We have in previous articles endeavored to 
point out the position and claims ofthe. aborigi- 
nes, indicate a scheme for the amelioration of, 
their condition and adduce instances illustrative 
of their capacity for civilization and elevation.

* The instructions of Sir Bulwer Lytton to Gov- 
ever Douglas in respect to the treatment of the

‘indicate a statesmanlike forethought.

t his dispatches, dated July 81st, 1858, we find 
following: ‘I have to enjoin upon you to 
consider’ the) best and most hamane means of 
dealing with the Native Indians. The feelings 
of this country would be strongly opposed to the 
* of any arbitrary or oppressive measures 
towards them. · At this distance, . and with the 
perfect means of knowledge which I possess, I 
— to offer, as yet, any suggestion as 


to the prevention of affr ays between the Indians 


and theimmigrants. This question is of so local 
a character that it must be solved by yonr know- 
and-experience, and I commit it to you, in 
rsuasion that you will pay every re-

. gard to the interests of the. Natives’ which an 


tnlightened hnmanity can suggest. Let me not 

it to observe that it should be an, invariable 
condition, in all bargains or treaties with the Na- 
tives for the dession of lands possessed by them, 
hat subsistence should be supplied them in 
me other shape, and above all, that it is the 
rnest desire of Her Majesty’s Government 
that your early attention should be given to the 
best means of diffusing the blessings of the Chris- 
tian Religion‘and of Civilization among the Na- 
tives.”

Has he not disregarded his in- 
structions, and by manufacturing dispatches cpn- 
taining glowing descriptions of his intercourse | 
with the natives and touching illustrations of the 
power of ‘‘ biscuit and, molasses” over the pagan 
mind systematically ‘‘deceived his countrymen 
by false reports?” We need not write the an- 
swer, for itis on the tongue cf every colonist. 
But this much we will say, that unless a proper 
Indian’ policy be inaugurated yery shortly and 
judiciously worked out, and we fear, Mr, Douglas 
is not the man to entrust with the task, our In- 
dian difficulties will soon assume an importance 
which will not fail to secure the attention of the 
Imperial Government.
